Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Prior art reference Wooldridge et al. (USPN 
6,086,230) teaches a frame for a window with a support face between an inside edge and an outside edge of a framing for a window with 
a support face between an inside edge and an outside edge of a framing for being covered by a periphery of the window that is 
connected in a sealed manner to the outside edge (e.g., as discussed in Final office action filed on 4/25/2006). The proposed 
amendments to the claim (e.g., claim No. 1) now read as "... the framing including a support face between an inside edge and an outside 
edge of the framing for being covered by the window that is connected in a sealed manner ... etc.", which was not previously considered 
by the examiner. Applicant's reply has overcome the claim rejections under 35 USC § 102 filed on 4/25/2006, however does not place 
the application in condition for allowance because the amendment(s) raise new issues requiring further search and/or consideration. 
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
